A Lecat Angcnors.—The Round Ta- 
ble, of last week, has something over 
a column of pleasant gossip about 
Washington Irving, in the course of 
which “occurs the following anecdote 
related to Mr. Irving by the late ex- 
President Van Buren, of the celebra- 
ted legal orator, Elisha Williams, of 
Columbia county, N. Y.: 

He was a niost graceful speaker, and 

his voice, particularly, in its pathetic 
tones, was melody itself. All who re- 
member Ogden Hoffman’s voice (Le 
was called *‘ The Flute,” by his fellow- 
memBers of the bar of New York) 
can appreciate the mellifluous organ 
of Mr. Williams His power over a 
jury was astonishing. He swayed 
them as with the wand of an enchant- 
er; and it was very seldom that he 
failed to secure a verdict for his client; 
but on one occasion he did it in such 
a rediculous manner that a crowded 
court and grave judges on the bench 
were convulsed with laughter at the 
burlesque of the result. He was com- 
pletely discomfitted by an ignorant, 
impudent, unlettered pettifogger, whu 
knew no law, but somehow or other 
had obtained the credit of shrewdness, 
and the reputation among his farmei 
neighbors of being hard to beat. 
. The case, if we remember rightly, 
was an act of murder. Mr. Williams, 
of course, on the ground of his pow- 
er over the jury, was for the defense. 
His peroration was exceedingly touch- 
ing and beautiful. 

‘Gentlemen of the jury,” said he, 
“if you can find this unhappy prisoner 
at the bar guilty of the crime with 
which he is charged, after the adverse 
and irrefragible arguments which |] 
have laid before you, pronoupce your 
fatal verdict. Send him to lie in chains 
upon his dungeon floor, waiting the 
death which he is to receive at your 
hands ; then go to the bosom of your 
families, go lay your heads on your 
pillows—and sleep if you can !” 

The. effect of these closing words of 
the great legal orator was at first 
thrilling ; but by-and-by the pettifug- 
ger, who had volunteered to fullow the 
prosecution attorney, arose and said : 

“Gentlemen of the jury: I should 
despair, arter the weeping speech 
which has been made to you by Mr. 
Williams, of saying anything to dou 
away with its eloquence. never 
heerd Mr. Williams speak that peace 
of his’n better than what he spoke it 
jest now. Onc’t I heerd him speak it 
in a case of stealing, down to Schagh- 
ticok; then he spoke it ag’in in a case of 
rape, up to Asupus ; and the last time 
I heerd it, before jest now, was when 
them niggers was tried and convicted, 
too, they was—for rubbing Van Pelt’s 
hen-bouse, over beyond Kingston. But 
I never know’d him to speak it so ele- 
gant and effectin’ as what he spoke it 
jest now |” 

This was a poser! The jury looked 
at one another, whispered together, 
and our pettifugger saw at once that 
he had gotthem. He stopped at once, 
closing with the single remark: “If 
you can’t see, gentlemen of the jury, 
that one speech don’t answer all cases, 
then théere’s no use’t of my saying any- 
thing more |” 

Aud there wasn’t ; he had made his 
case, and they awarded him their ver-

Dissipation.—We.hear it remarked 
by good people who take a lively in- 
terest in the well-being of society, 
that there is a fearfully increasing ten- 
dency on the part of old and young to 
indulge in drink.

beer, and whisky, with its many con- 
ditions, modifications, and aliases, and 
the bitters family, whose common 
base is whisky. We hear it whis- 
pered, as though it were too fearful 
for utterance, that “A.is getting to 
drink like a sucker!” Or “it pains 
me to see that B. is throwing himself 
away—and at his time of life !” And 
“poor C! the flowing bow! is getting 
the better of him, and he will soon go 
under !” And “ What a pity for him! 
He is such a good hearted man; and 
then, his family /” It is almost incred- 
ible that men who are the heads of re- 
spectable families, business men of 


honor and of years’ standing, should, 


in the evening of life, bring a stain 
upon their good names, and sorrow to 
their families and friends, by a course 
of dissipation as humiliaitng as it is 
unnatural and wicked. We repeat, it 
is almost incredible to know that so 
many men, of all ages and conditions 
in life, seem mfatuated by the worm 
of the still, and are courting a ruin 
that is inevitable in the direction they 
are tending. Mere stripplings seem 
to be taken with the mania for drink, 
and it pains us to say it, that in too 
many instances they emulate the bad 
example of fathers and elder brothers. 
Habits of dissipation are easily ac- 
quired, and grow rapidly. Before the 
victims are aware, they are gone! The 
drinks denominated “bitters,” are, 
we fear, what in most instances, cre- 
ates the appetite for all manner of 
slops. The strides taken in dissipa- 
tion are really fearful. And we thus 
in general terms call the public atten- 
tion to this momentous subject, with 
the hope that those who come within 
the line of our complaint may take 
warning ; may see the danger of their 
course before it be too late. We make 
this earnest plea in no spirit of un- 
kindness or mere fault-finding, but be- 
cause we believe it to be our impera- 
tive duty, and that it would be crimi- 
nal to evade it.— Dayton Journal.

Excitement in California. 

The newspapers in San Francisco are get- 
ting not a little excited over the news recently 
trom China of the sale of six English iron clads 
in Chinese waters, to parties believed to be in 
league with Jeff Davis and the Southern Con- 
federacy. It is believed to be the design of 
the pirates to scour the China seas, and in 
conjunction with the Alabama destroy Ameri- 
can shipping. The fear is entertamed that the 
marauders may some fine day, or dark night. 
pounce down on San Francisco and take or 
bombard the city. It may well be doubted 
whether these English iron clads could cross 
the Pacific with their armor on, bat if they 
should San Francisco would be taxed to its 
utmost tu repel them. The sinking of the U- 
~. iron elad, Camanche, in the harbor of San 
Francisco, was a most unfortunate affair just 
at this crisis, but we are glad to learn that the 
wreckers and divers are doing good work in 
raising her plates and machinery, and the 
confident hope is indulged that she will ere 
Jong be afloat.. With the forts in the harbor, 
the batteries rapidly being erected, and the 
Camanche all right, there need be little fear 
ofa raid from the Alabema or ber iron clad 
consorts. Weclip the. following item from 
the San Francisco Alta ofrecent date, and the 
ussurance it contains of the practicability of 
defence against the pirates, will be agreeable 
uews to those in our midst who have enter- 
tuined fears on that score : 

Ocr Means or Derence.—A distin- 
suished Naval officer, with whom we con 
versed yesterday, seouts the idea of an attack 
on San Francisco, even in the present condi- 
tion of our harbor defences, by the Anglo- 
Chinese pirate fleet, with the Alabama thrown’ 
in. Our commerce would be. for the time, 
utterly paralyzed by the arrival of the pirates 
on our coast; but beyond the destruction of 
peaceable merchant vessels, perhaps the cap- 
ture of a Panama steamer or two, and the 
burning of some of the small defenceless vil- 
luges on the coast, above and below—wmischief 
coough, in truth—their whole fleet could effect 
nothing. The old steamer Narragansett, alone, 
carries double the guns and twice the weight 
of metal shown to be on any one of the re- 
ported coming fleet, and is a match for an 
two of them, the Alabama alone excepte 
‘sur pr sent and prospective naval force in 
Livse Waters, available jor offence and defence, 
ix as fuilows:

The London Times says: The Brit- 
ish Government a few ‘days since, 
made to two German Powers a propo- 
sition which deprived them of every 
nossible ground for hostilities. | Eng- 
land offered to guarantee fulfillment of 
required conditions and to embody 
German principles as to Government 
of Schleswig Holstein, in protocol, to 
be signed by the signers of the treaty 
of °52, when therefore, troops of two 
German Powers passed the Eider. 
Those Governments know that all they 
had demanded had not only been con- 
ceded, but guaranteed by a first rate 
Power, which had been the chief ad- 
viser of Denmark, and possessed the 
power of enforcing its own opinion. 
Can it then be said that the war on 
which they have entered, is other than 
a uscless carnage, but with antago. 
nism between Dane and German, heat- 
ed by martial slaughter, we have lit- 
tle hope that moderate counsels will 
be listened to by either side. 

Proceedings on the 3d inst., against 
Schleswig, reported as follows: In 
official bulletin from Prussian 
‘Quarters, the Austrian van-guard led 
by Gen. Von Gobbinz in person, with 
van-guard of Prussians. Guards ad- 
vanced against Schleswig ; at third 
charge with bayonct, the allies were 
repwised. 

The Danes were posted between Lot- 
terf and Gutterf and stormed Kenigss- 
berg and Obersetk ; attacking force 
captured one rifled gun; tosses con 
siderable. Attack continued on the 
4th, without making much impression 
on the Danish lines.

climate is a subject ot much impor 
tance to all. In the last report of the 
National agricultural department there 
is an essay upon this topic, some parts 
of which we condense with comments. 
Wool being an ex¢ellent non-conductor 
of heat, it is very suitable as & ma- 
terial for clothing. Surgeons uni- 
formly recommend it. Dr. Hall im his 


Journal of Health, says - 


“In winter and summer nothing can 
be better worn next the skin than a 
loose red woolen shirt ; loose, for it 
has room to move on the skin, thus 
causing a tiltilation which draws the 
blood to the surface and keeps it there, 
and when this is the Case no one can 
take cold. Cotten wool merely ab- 
sorbs the moisture from the surface of 
the body, while woolen flannel con- 
veys it from the skin and. deposits it 
in drops outside of the shirt, and by 
this exposure to the air it is soon dried 
without injury to the budy. Having 
these properties, red woolen flannel is 
worn by sailors even in the mid-sum- 
mer of the warmest countries, The 
common observation of all nations 


leads them to give their sailors woolen i 


flannel shirts for all latitades as the 
best equalizers of heat for the body.” 

In the French Annales d& Hygiene the 
following remarks occur: “Diseases 
of the chest are early contracted b 
exposure to the cold without sufficient 
clothing. The greater portion of the 
children from one to fifteen months old 
who die in winter are killed by the 
cold, or diseases resulting from cold. 
The use of woolen clothing in winter 
is necessary for all, at least about the 
upper parts ef the body ; and even in 
summer the man, who from his pro- 
fession is compelled te work in damp 
places, and is ex 
not wear light clothes. Woolen socks 
should everywhere be adopted, for cold 
feet are almost always the eanee of | 
catching cold, (catarrah,) and an ob- 
stinate cough is known to cease from 
the exclusive use of this sort of cloth- 
ing.” 

We have heard some persons say 
that their feet have been kept as warm 
with cotton as with woolen stockings; 
and there are some persons who can- 
not wear woolen flannel next the skin 
without suffering from cutaneous irri- 
tation. There are exceptions to all 
rules, bat undoubtedly wool 

annel affords the best clothing to be 
worn next the skin in our variable cli- 
mate for at least nine months of the 
year. But white flannel is just as 
good for shirts as colored flannel. The 
eause of flannel fulling and becomin 
thick is owing to the rabbing which it 
receives in-washing, and flannels of 
a4 colors fall-up (felt) under similar 
treatment. All broadcloth dyed in the 
wool is fulled after it is colored. Flan- 
nels should never be rubbed upon a 
washboard. The best way to wash 
flannels is to steep them in strong 
soap-suds for about half an hour, then 
squeeze them between the hands for a 
short period, rinse thoroughly in warm 
water and hang them out to dry with- 
out wringing, 

Woolen flannels are more exten- 
sively worn now than heretafore by 
ladies and gentlemen. This is due in 
a great measure to the very high price 
of cotton flannel, which is about 50 
cents per yard—the quality being the 
same as that which sold for ten cents 
luree years ago. Ladies’ fancy col- 
ered petticoats—ander the name of 
Balmorals Queen Victoria’s 
highland underskirt style)—are quite 
common, and some of them are com- 
posed of fine, soft and warm wool, 
very suitable for our cold winters.—
